McCarthy-Army Hearings 


ESPITE the fact that hundreds 

of our readers asked us to 
State our views on the McCarthy. 
Army controversy daring the 
course of the long hearings, we re- 
frained from doing so. We did not 
care to attempt to influence the 
opinions of our readers for one 
side or the other. i 

Now that the hearings are over,’ 
we are prompted te offer a few 
comments and indirectly answer a 
few of the many questions which 
have been put to us. 

Let us review the charges made 
by McCarthy and Stevens: 

McCarthy is chairman of the 
Senate subCommitice formed 
chiefly to investigate Communism, 
treason and corruption in govern- 
ment agencies. Quite naturally he 
held that his Committee was as 
much of a government agency as 
is the Army itself and. therefore, if 
David Shine. around whom the 
entire controversy revolved, was 
deemed necessary for the comple 
tion of work started by the sub 
Committee, there would have been 
the same good reason to permit 
him te remain im that pest as 
there was for other persons trained 
for other essential government 
work te receive deferments from 
military service. 

According to the testimony giv- 
en at the hearings, it seems that 
McCarthy himself felt that he 
should net ask for special favors 
fer Shine lest his Committee be 
criticized. But Cohn and Carr did 
net agree with him and felt justi- 
fied in doing all they could te have 
Shine available te their particular 
congressional activity. 

Stevens and the Army held that 
mo particular favors should be 
afferded Shine, that he did not 
merit a commission as an officer of

It is the first in a new series call- 
ed “Thomas More Books to Live.” 
The sponsor is the Thomas More 
Association of Chicago, an organi- 
zation which operates a national 
book club with the same title and 
publishes a monthly review maga- 
zine, Books on Trial. The object 
of the directors of the Thomas 
More Association in beginning the 
new series is to revive books of 
outstanding literary . merit which 
have been out of print. 

Henry Longan Stuart’s “Weeping 
Cross” is such a work. Originally 
published in 1908, it was reprinted 
in 1933. It was not, by modern 
standards, a bestseller by any 
means. A small coterie of admir- 
ers have kept interest in it alive, 
however. Sigrid Undset, as indi- 
cated by the quotation above, con- 
sidered it important enough to de- 
vote 15 pages to a discussion of 
it in her “Men, Women and Plac- 
es.” Michael Williams, Van Wyck 
Brooks and Theodore Maynard 
have been among its American 
champions. 

The second in the “Thomas More 
Books to Live” series, which has 
just appeared, is “Cain,” a novel 
by Rogier Van Aerde. Father Dan- 
iel A. Lord, S.J., calls it “a power- 
ful and deeply imaginative story 
that will become a classic of Chris- 
tian literature.”

A Maynard Biography 


‘Long Road Of Father Serra’ 


E on Long Road of Father Serra 
by Theodore Maynard. Apple- 
ton-Century-Crofts, Inc. N. Y. 297 
p. $3.50. 


The statue of Father Junipero 
Serra which stands in the Hall of 
Fame of the nation’s Capital is one 
of heroic proportions. This befits 
his deeds as a founding father of 
California and its string of mis- 
sions. That he was, as Theodore 
Maynard reveals in this new 
biographcy, a lame little man who 
travelled over 10,000 miles by foot 
in his missionary journeys does not 
belie the height of the statue. 
Rather it adds to his stature as a 
man, 


It was truly a long and rough 
road the sandalled Franciscan 
travelled. It began in 1713 in Mal- 
lorca and ended with his death at 
Carmel in 1784. The son of peas- 


ants, young Serra became a Fran- 


ciscan and taught Scotist philoso- 
phy in the university named after 
the remarkable Ramon Lull. Fa- 
ther Serra might have remained 
there and gained fame as an edu- 
cator or orator. But he feared the 
temptation of comfort and at 36 
answered the insistent call within 
him to save souls in the New 
World. With him as companions 
went two of his former students, 
his beloved Juan Crespi, and Palou, 
the priest who became his biog- 
rapher and left an _ invaluable 
history of New California.

Strangely, the foe, 
as Maynard explains, was thought 
to be not so much England as Rus- 
sia, with plans then, in the 18th 
century, to grab the Pacific Coast, 
possibly through the Aleutians. 
The founding of the California 
missions was, for Father Serra, not 
a question of the cross following 
up the sword. This, says Maynard, 
was the cause of constant friction 
between the Franciscan and the 
Spanish commandments. 


The root of the conflict, Maynard 
is convinced, lay not in Father 
Serra but in the “overbearing atti- 
tude of the soldier towards the 
friar.” The Franciscan believed in 
peaceful conquest and therefore 
in the subordination of the mili- 
tary to the missionary. He knew 
his Indians, and the mission sys- 
tem he established was geared to 
raise them gradually from a sub- 
human, degraded level to civilized 
responsibility to govern’ them- 
selves. His critics discovered his 
slower method was the better one 
with the decay of all he labored 
for when the Indians were secular- 
ized after his death. 

The value of Maynard’s life of 
Father Serra, as of all good biog- 
raphies, is that it removes the mist 
of fame enshrouding him and pre- 
sents him as a realizable human 
being—a man of unassuming good- 
ness, gentleness, patience and zeal 
for souls, an American Francis of 
Assisi.

Far-Fetched Tale

Religious books in general have 
had a great appeal even among 
secular readers within the past few 
years. The lives of priests and nuns 
in particular have fascinated writ- 
ers. American authors have more 
or less used the “Going My Way” 
treatment of the theme of dedi- 
cated lives, emphasizing sweetness 
and light. While European authors 
have produced novels that are more 
mature, some have tended to play 
up the sensational. The undiscrim- 
inating reader unfortunately de- 
duced that since one fictional priest 
has been caught in a web, or one 
convent situation depicted as ab- 
normal, then all are so. 

Such a novel is “Tower of Ivory,” 
for which Rodolfo Fonseca won the 
Jose Janes International Prize in 
a competition judged by Somerset 
Maugham, Andre Maurois and Wal- 
ter Starkie. 


Author Fonseca has taken a pos- 
sible event—the dishonoring of a 
group of missionary Sisters by 
bestial Chinese Reds—and woven 
about it an improbable story. The 
result is a nightmarish distortion 
that is as far-fetched as science 
fiction. 


The 15 MPBAIOY nuns who suf- 
fer the anguished martyrdom of 
shame for a sin they did not com- 
mit are shut off from the world in 
an Italian villa after their return 
from Asia. Each has been allowed 
the freedam to leave or remain 
under the protection of their Or- 
der. Only one goes her way. Of the 
two most tragic victims of the at- 
tack, Sister Uilaria goes mad, and 


|Gabriella, is described initially as 
a woman who holds authority with 
wisdom, she plays no part in pre- 
venting Sister Praxedes’ unconven- 
tionai actions.
